To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 
HE question as to consolidating St. 


Louis County with the City of St. 
Louis, and thereby creating a larger city 
a Greater St. Louis—has twice been sub- 
mitted to a referendum and in both in- 
stances the voters of the county have de- 
feated consolidation by big majorities.

There are a number of people who try 
to make us believe that the professional 
county politicians defeated consolidation, 
yet it appears to me that if the voters 
of the county had actually been in favor 
of the plan submitted they would have 
voted for it regardless of the desire of 
the politicians. The voters of the county 
are, as a rule, intelligent people and al-

Andrew Johnson. For more than half a 


century his memory has suffered from the 
stigma of impeachment, the siander of 
drunkenness and the suspicion of treason. 
It is only within the last year or two that 
American readers interested in the history 
of their country have awakened to the 
fact that President Johnson was a states- 
man who deserves their grateful respect 
rather than their contemptuous disdain. 


Andrew Johnson deserves an honorabie 
rank in the list of those Americans who 
have risen from the lowliest origin to high 
station and influence. Born in North Caco- 
lina a few months before Lincoln's birth, 
he was a “poor white.” His father was 
a handy-man in a Raleigh hotel or inn, and 
his mother often helped in the kitchen of 
that hostelry. They were “mud-silis” or, 
to use the term that Johnson himself pre- 
ferreai, plebeians. The father and mother 
had more character than money, and the 
bor, Andrew, received a hap-hazard educa- 
tion. In his youth he read with difficulty 
and he could not even write his own name 
unti! after he was married. As a boy he 
was apprenticed %0 a tailor from whom he 
ran atvay. but to whom he owed hig educa- 
tion in the trade that he pursued in his 
ycung manhood. A dress coat Which he 
made may now bé se@n in the public mu- 
seum maintained in his memory br his 
adopted State of Tennessee. 


He was skiliful, industrious, thrifty and 
prosperous, partiy due to an able brain and 
partis to a superb physique. Ha eatab- 
lished a family and his family life appears 
to have been both devoted and patriarchal. 
That he made on his community an im- 
pression of ability and trustworthiness ts 
shown by the fact that he became succes- 
sively a member of the State Legislature, 
of the lower house of Congress. Governor 
of his State and a United States Senator. 
Mr. Seward, Lincoln's Secretaty of State, 
an able political Orator himseif. once de- 
clared that Andrew Johnson was the best 
stump speaker in America. AithoOugh a 
Southerner, his aympathies were against 
Siavery and for free white labor, for he 
came from the laboring classes. 

When the Civil War broke out, Johnson's 
Opposition to secession endangered his life 
ty assassination, but he never iést hie bull« 
dog courage. Relying on his pédlitical ana 
physical courage, Linecdin appointed John- 
son Military Governor of Tennessée @uring 
the war and the State was thus saved to 
the Union. On Lincoin's initiative, Johnson 
was nominated for Vice President in 18684 
and. when Lincoin was assassinated. suc- 
ceeded him in the presidency. 

Although a Union man, he was a South.« 
erner, and he sought to carry out Linééin's 
Policy Of Goneiliation 6f the South after 
the far. Mie services to the Unidan éauee 
alienated his Southern supporters, and his 
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Lawrence F. Abbott in the Outlook. 


outspoken and sometimes violent opposi- 
tion to the “bloody-shirt” methods which 
the Northern radicals adopted to punish 
the vanquished secessionista, alienated pow- 
erful Northern Republicans.

He became involved in a controversy 
with Congress over the tenure of office ct, 
which was passed to prevent his removing 
some of his Cabinet, and was impeached 
by the House and tried by the Senate for 
flimsily alleged “high erimes and misde- 
meéanors.”” Luckily for the country he was 
acquitted, although by the narrowest pos- 
sible majority—luckily because if Congress 
had succeeded in its hot-headed impeach- 
ment, the stability of the presidential of- 
fice, one of the sheét-anchors of the re- 
Public, would have been dangerously weak- 
ened. It is a curious irény 6f history that 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
has only recently rendered a decision s#us- 
taining the principle as to the removal of 
presidential appointées Which Johnson 
fought for at the risk of impeachment. 

But what entitles Johnson to the grati- 
tude of hig country, evén more than his 
Civil War record, was his paternity of the 
homestead iaw. He wrote the law and 
championed it for 14 years in Congress, 
oniy to see it vetoed by President Buchanan 
at the behest of the Silave-holding aristee- 
racy of the South who did not want the 
great territory of the Mississippi Valley ana 
far West dcreioped by free labor. The bit! 
was passed again and signed by Président 
Lincoln. Thus Jéhnson became, in the 
language of a féllow-Senator, “the daddy 
of the baby,” “the father of the home. 
stead.” To Johnson and his homestead 
act is due, mére than to any other singie 
legisiative factor, the development of the 
great ‘West into prosperous, free, agricui- 
tural states. 

Johnson was not a cultivated or educated 
man in the academic @ense of that term, 
but he was an omnivorous and discriminat- 
ing reader. and when in Washington spent 
much of his time in the Library of Con- 
gress. He was cantankerous, but loyal: an 
unrelenting fighter but a devoted husband 
and a faithful father; unpolished, but a 
clear thinker; a politician, but a scrupu- 
lousiy hénest pdlitician;: an upright citizen 
and sobe?f—éave for one “bad slip,” as Lin- 
colin cailed it—in @ political era more 
marked by drunkenness than sobriety. The 
Boston Puritan, John Quincy Adams, said 
that JohnSon Was “possessed of great na- 
tive ability"; and the Southern géntieman 
ana aristocrat, Gen. Nobert E. Lee, wrote 
to a friend that “evérrone approves 6? An- 
Gree Johnson's policies.” He was a patrior 
and the chosen helper of Abraham Lincéin.
